Sound benefits to the industry and the public will 
result from the recent action of the National Fire Pro 
tection Association. As reported in the July issue of 
The NATIONAL CLEANER & Dyer, this body revised its 
Bulletin 32 which covers standards for drvcleaning 
plants 

Complete cooperation between the NFPA, the Na 
tional Institute of Drvcleaning and the Laundry and 
( le mers Allied Track s Association made this possible 
The revisions removed outmoded restrictions which 
cast a stigma on our protession These were regulations 
ipplying to what were known as Class | pl ints: those 
using solvents with a flash point of less than LOO de 
rrees. There are only handful of such plants in ex 
istence: no more can be built. ¢ onseque ntly, the regu 
lations against such plants do not ippear in the coce 

This is important because many overzealous law 
makers based local and state ordinances on the basis 
of the Class I regulations, In addition, manv insurance 
firms based their rates on this code which applied to 
only a few plants.

Just because the regulations have 
been changed does not mean every state and city 
government is going to call special sessions to chang« 
their ordinances.

Unnecessary restrictions should be 
removed from the statutes as soon as possible. You as

denced by the annual reports published by the Asso 
ciation of Better Business Bureaus. Since 1953 cleaners 
have caused fewe complaint reports to the Bureau in 
each succeeding vear 

In 1954 the industry dropped from eleventh to 
twelfth place among those fields causing greatest con 
sumer dissatisfaction, based on reported complaints 
Now, in the seventh annual report, we have dropped 
to fourteenth place for 1955 

This indicates increasing consumer acceptance for 
drycleaners. Today, as never before, more ch 
taking a professional attitude toward their work and 
methods of doing business. The public relations cam 
paigns of the National Institute of Drvycleaning are 
helping. Witness the recent free flag cleaning promo 
tion partic ipated in by cleaners across the nation. 

There are other contributing factors. Closer liaison 
between the garment manufacturers and drycleaners 
has reduced the number of unserviceable garments 
that might otherwise flood the market. Bulletins and 
educational campaigns of associations and your busi- 
ness papers have kept cleaners abreast of latest proc-

essing methods, business procedures 

It is good to see an everwidening gap come between 
cleaners and unethical businesses. There was a dis 
turbing trend in only one category of the report. There 
were eight cases involving advertising reported to the 
authorities in 1955. The previous year there were none. 

While the number may seem insignificant, it does 
give cause for concern lest complaints increase in the 
next report. We must make certain our advertising is 
consistent with our performance and ability to fulfill 
claims. Bait advertising or phony insurance charges 
can quickly undo all the progress made these past few 
vears. Rather, tell the customer the big truths about 
vour services, It’s good business.

Parking Space Vital 


One factor that can’t be overlooked 
according to this operator, is the avail 
ability of parking facilities.

If there isn’t land available adjacent 
to the proposed site, now and in the 
future, the pattern is likely to be 
growth for a few vears and then a 
leveling off.

LEGAL DECISIONS 


Proving Redelivery 


When a lawsuit involves the question 
whether or not a cleaner returned a 
garment to a customer, he should be 
able to prove, to the reasonable satis 
faction of the judge or jury, that re- 
delivery was made. In such a case, lately 
decided in New York, the cleaner’s de- 
liveryman testified that he left the plain- 
tiff’s garments at her apartment with a 
person who signed receipt for the same. 
Did that sufficiently prove redelivery? 

Yes, decided the Appellate Division 
of the New York Supreme Court, First 
De partment by a four-to-one vote of 
the five judges Cohen v. B. J. Deni 
han, Ince 10S N. Y. Supp. 2d 916 

Mr. Justice Cohn filed a dissenting 
pinion The majority decision was 
not accompanied by any opinion stat 
ing the reasons on which the decision 
was founded

Many attribute their success to the 
use of sizing on cotton garments, 
and the promotion of this service. 

Thanks to the efforts of the Cot- 
ton Council and leading women's 
apparel shops, cotton frocks are no 
longer a seasonal item even in the 
North. These same shops are plan- 
ning extensive advertising cam- 
paigns through the coming months. 
They will feature “transitional” 
cottons for street dresses and eve- 
ning wear.

No Home Competition 


There's still another effect that 


makes the sizing worth while, accord 
ing to Mr. Gershman. Normally wom 
en will do a lot of washing of cotton 
dresses at home making the usual 
summer decrease in business even 
worse. By adding the sizing feature 
Orchid is adding an incentive to get 
the women to bring their cotton 
dresses in for drvcleaning. They might 
get them clean at home, but they 
can't do the sizing. The firm got a lot 
of extra summer business this way, he 
believes, that otherwise wouldn't have 
gone to any professional cleaner, 

“I'll admit that 2 cents per garment 
is quite a bit to add to the cost of 
processing. But considering both the 
immediate and long-range benefits,” 
the owner concludes, “we feel it is 
well worth it. It’s the cheapest adver
